Arrangement Said to be Useful on 
Mountain Sections. 


A series of tests on electrical inter- 
communication between two electric 
locomotives driving the same train is 
now in progress belween Paris and 
Juvisy. The system, which was 
patented in 1917 by the Orleans Rail- 
way Company, consists of an arrange- 
ment whereby the locomotive at the 
head of the train produces a’ periodi- 
cal secondary current of low voltage 
and relatively high frequency. This 
current is superimposed on the power 
current and is transmitted by the or 
dinary circuits which supply the two 
locomotives In the locomotive at 
the end of the train, selective receiy- 


ers ave installed which allow different 
effects to be obtained according to 
the form of the current transmitted.

Von Kluck Made Same Mis- 
take Each Time. 

Before the great German rush was 
made on Paris in 1914 every detail of 
it had been rehearsed three times at 
German army manoeuvres. Further, 
at each rehearsal the same mistake 
was made. Von Kluck, who was in

| Good Potato Crop In Alberta 


Potato Growers’ Association Being } 
Organized in Vauxhall District. 


Good crops of potatoes are reported 
from all the irrigated areas of South- 
erm Alberta. Near Lethbridge yields 
of from two hundred to four thousand 
bushels to the acre have been obtain- 
ed, and now from Vauxhall similar 
yields of excellent marketable mnie | 
toes are reported. This is a newly 
setiled district, but {t is already mak- 
ing great headway, and intends to 
create a reputation for its potatoes. | 
Four farmers have built root cellars 
with an aggregate capacity of a thou 
sand tons of potatoes, and {it is ex- 
pected that next year will see the cap- 
acity increased by two hundred per 
cent, By being able to store his 
; potatoes on his farm last year the 
difference in the amount one farmer 
here received between the price he 
was able to command for his potatoes 
last spring and-the price he would 
have had to sell at if he had had no 
‘storage facilities, paid for his up-to- 
date root cellar with a capacity of 
about five hundred tons. A potato 
growers’ asosciation is being organiz- 
ed in the district for the furthering of 
the potato growing industry and es- 
tabUshing a local standard that will 
make the district favorably known 
among buyers,

Tests at Experimental Station Reveal 
A Fruitful and Promising Region. 


It will be interesting news to people 
living in other parts of Canada to 
hear on the evidence of the Super- 
visor of the Dominion Experimental 
Station at Beaverlodge, Alberta, that 
with adequate transportation service 
the Peace River region should de- 
velop into one of the finest, fairest 
and foremost mixed farming regions 
north of the Gulf of Mexico. Mr. W. 
D. Albright, the Supervisor In charge, 
in a leaflet just issued is very optim- 
istic, and experiments and tests made 
by him appear to justify his attitude. 


He explains that Beaverlodge is 
twenty-six miles west of Grande 
Prairie city and twenty-three miles 


east of the British Columbia bound. 
ary. ‘The experimental area is high, 
the topographical survey reading 2,500 
feet above the level The lowest 
winter temperature was 52 deg. F. in 
1917. {It is pre-eminently an oat 
country, Banner oats in 1919 yielding 
132 bushels 32 Ih, to the acre; Victory, 
119 bushels; Ligowo, 113 bushels; and 
Abundance, 111 bushels. Spring 
wheat seems to do well in some dis 
tricts, the five-year average yield per 
acre of Huron being 42 bushels 35 Ib. 
against 32 bushels 38 Jb. of Marquis 
in adjoining lots at the station. Bar 
ley is a moderately safe crop, Guy 
malaye hulless yielding 49 bushels 8 
Ib. per acre in 1919. Peas yleld well 
when frost does not set in too early. 
Hardy varieties of winter wheat yleld 
well when conditions ure favorable, as 
high as 45 bushels per acre having: 
been threshed. Whiter rye promises 
well, as high as $7 bushels per acre 
being threshed In 1918. Tests have 
been made to ascertain what grasses 
and legumes do best, and while limit 
ed precipitation is a handicap, winter 
killing is not as a rule troublesome 
Timothy and Western Rye grass have 
done well, and alfalfa has proved a 
success. These experiments have 
only been in progress for three years, 
while those in grain haye been going 
on since 1911, when work was started 
in a very limited way. Potatoes have 
proved a good crop, two and a half 
acres in 1919 ylelding 300 bushels per 
acre, while one or two plots went as 
high as 450 bushels per acre. Other 
vegetables have been successfully cul- 
tivated, especially cauliflower and cab- 
bages. Fruit, such as strawberries, 
currants, raspberries and gooseberries, 
haye been a complete success-in dfs- 
tritts, and so, too, haye certain orna- 
mentals. 


A Pit Silo 


C.P.R. Carrying Out Experiment on 
Strathmore Farm, 

While economic conditions have pre- 
vented as large a number of stockmen 
as was expected from building silos 
this year, it is nevertheless stated on 
reliable authority that silos have in- 
creased at least ten-fold in Alberta 
since last year. 

In connection with this method of 
storing feed an interesting experiment 
is just now being carried out.at the 
Canadian Pacific Experimental Farm 
at Strathmore.  [t consists of digging 
a pit eight feet deep, thirty-six feet 
long, and sixteen feet wide. The sil 
age is placed in this hole or trench, 
and the silage covered with straw. 
George H. Hutton, superintendent of 

gricultural and Animal Industry of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, believes 
that judging from present appear- 
ances this experiment is going to be 
eminently satisfactory. 

It is not the intention that this 
should take the place of the ordinary 
silo as there are several disadvant- 
ages in the method. It would, how- 
ever, have the advantage of making 
it possible for a man who did not at 
present want to go to the expense of 
building a silo to supply excellent feed 
for his cattle. When opened the sil- 
age could be cut “like a loaf of 
bread” to use a term employed by Mr, 
Hutton.

Carrier Telephone 
System Successful

Service Has Been Installed Between 
Edmonton and Calgary. 

The first carrier telephone system 
in Canada has been put into commer- 
cial use between Edmonton and Cal- 
gary. It has been under test for 
some: time, and is now declared to be 
a complete success and ready for 
business. The installation was made 
during the late. summer for the pur- 
pose of improving and ineres:.ng the 
Government telephone seivice be- 
tween the two cities and to outlying 
points in both the north and the south. 
Two new lines’ have been provided 
by the installation of this system 
without the stringing of any wire, and 
superintendent of. telephone depart- 
ment says that the results in actual 
use are fifty per cent. better than 
with any physical or copper wire line. 
The great advantage of the carrier 
service is that it will not be possible 
to talk over, a distance of 700 miles 
in any part of Alberta, taking in the 
Hdmonton-Calgary line. Conversa- 
tions between two-subscribers in 
Edmonton passing over ‘the carrier 
line to Calgary and back again, or 
vice versa, are clearer than the ordin- 
ary house-to-house calls in either city.

An average of thirty-five bushels of
